States Navy, Drs. Wakeflel@ ond

Biblical 
records, In 1789, Dr, Benjamin 
Rush calted attention to the fact

by ‘drinking | cold avater. in’ warm 
wonther and this view became so 
‘prevalent. 4h . found ‘place 
even in the readers used. in the 
public schools. Highly » moral 
stories. were written relative: to 
the boy who became overheated, 
drank cold water and ‘promptly 
died. Ht has been found more re- 
cently that cautious application of 
cold cloths or of ice may be. 
helpful... 

Sometimes the. person who re- 
covers from heatéstroke will have’ 
secondary -symptoms. of . great 
seriousness, indicating that the 
effects on the human body are 
relatively permanent. One may 
also become accustomed gradual- 
ly to-groator degrees of heat. -A 
study of the’ conditions of heat 
stroke shows that it is far more 
common among those living in the 
northern parts: than among those 


-born and reared in the south, 


A scientific study made on ex- 
perimental. animals by the physi- 
cians of the Navy indicated that 
the kidneys are injured by severe 
heat-stroke so that they, are ‘un- 


-able « to undertake properly. the 


elimination necessary to keep the 
body. in health. Sometimes the 
amount of sugar in the blood is 
increased, but this varies.- 

There is also a tendency to- 
ward the accumulation of acid, or 
rather a lowering of the ajkaline 
reserve of the ody. In other 
words, the main affects of heat 
stroke are to bring about a mas- 
sive {nerease in the acid material 
of the body and symptoms as- 
sociated with this are associated 
with acidosig in ‘general.

With the appearance of a new 
magazine called Ray, full of ¢c- 
centric drawings, poetry, i. and 
ideas, the ultra-modernist of Eng- 
lish art and Ictters have found 
a new outlet. | 


‘Ray proudly: proclaim’ that it 
is “the, most expensive. magazine 
in the world.” The price is not 
stated, but the claim is obviously 
true, This remarkable publica- 
tion would be too dear at any 
price, says a Home paper. 


It is hard to believe that the 


‘group of borderlanders who are: 


responsible for Ray can take them- 


selves seriously, and the fact that } 


pictorial abstraction puzzl 3 
which form the: illustrative _ma- 
terial are interspersed with Httle 
cuts from trade catulogues and 
agricultural papers. would support 
the conclusion that the whole 
thing is a deliberate “spoof.". 


On the other hand, the literary 
contributions . are headed by a 
prose “abstraction” from the pen 
of Miss Gertrude Stein, whose 
writings “are now 
famous,” and who not only: takes 
herself seriously -but is taken at 
her own valuation by a host of 
admirers.

Olympic Games are in full swing, 
throughout - Germany and the 
athietie youth of the ceountry is 
mobilising for the contest with 
‘oxquisite’ zeal,. and the entire 
nation, from President to" pea-- 
sant, ia giving ‘whole-hearted 
support ‘and encouragement. 

With their ingrained dislike of 
anything’ that savdurs df im- 
provisstion and . makeshift, the 
Germans are making, arrangements 
well in advance for thelr debut in 
Amaterdam. 

A German delegation has been 
in Holland reconnoitring 
ground and has leased a big hotel 
and several pensions at Zandvoort

modation of the teams. 

‘Ag Zandvoort, id.some 16 miles 
distant from the Amsterdam 
Stadium, a specinl fleet of chara- 
bancs is being spacially charter- 
ed’to take the men to and fro. 

The contingent which is to re- 
present Germany at the Olympic 
Games will be 400 strong. 

These 400 competitors will re- 
present the pick-.of the 6,000,000 
members ‘belonging: to .the or- 
ganised sport and athItic associa- 
tions of the country.. Germany is 
sending no fewer than 310 repre- 
sentatives to compete in athletic 
events, 25 to take part! in: wrest- 
ling, weight-lifting; sete.

The staff of Magistrates is 
legs than it was 20 years ago, while 
the crime in the town is increas- 
ing enormously. .The staffs of all 
the Government, offices have been 
considerably increased in the last 
15. years, especially the Secre- 
‘tariat, the. Chinese Protectorate 
and_t the Poli 


‘It ig ‘eminently unreasonable 
that the staffs of the Magistrates: 
should .remain less than it. was 
16 years ago. ‘Representations 
have’ been made by me frequently 
to the District Judge and First 
Magistrate during the last 22 
months, and although both the 
District Judges who have been 
acting during that period agreed 
with me as to the congestion and 
inadequacy of staff, no proper 
vsteps have. been taken to remedy 
the. position. 

It is unfair and unreasonable 
to throw additional burdens on 


‘{the magistrates, who ‘are already 


too overworked to discharge their 
duties properly and efficiently. 

There is Nttle doubt that the 
increase of crime in the town has 
been encouraged by the failure 
of the Police Courts to fungtion 
efficiently owing to overwork and 
inefficiency’ of staff.

On the whole-ne ¢an but-back, 
or: at least sympathise With the 
principal fefollms in diet on which 
stress is now being laid. There 
can be no question as to the de- 
sirability of fresh fruit forming a 
much larger.part of our daily 
food than has, until lately, been 
Equally, 
the arguments in favour of bread 
made from the whole berry of the 
wheat, rather than from its 
em: sculated core, seem, unanswer- 
able, 

But one cannot help noticing 
that the sucess which has attend- 
ed the advocacy of the fruitarians 
is out of all. proportion greater, 
than that which the wholemeal 
apostles have achieved. The ex- 
planation is surely not far. to 
seek? . ‘ 

“In the,one instance, the reason- 
ed- argument has been supported 
by normal taste, while in the other 
no.sach suppdrt has been , forth. 
coming. It is interesting ‘to find 
that now, al least, enterprising 
commercial firms have realised 
this defect, and are putting on the 
market attractive products made 
with whole wheaten meal cal- 
culated to appeal to the, esthetic 
palate.quite as much as to hygienic 
réagon. : . 

Of all, the senses, that of taste 
holds jn our conventional world: 
the lowest position, so far as so- 
cial esteem is concerned.

by detention in an asylum—a 
statement that is perfectly true in 
some instances. The advocates af 
this, however, appear to ignore 
the-fact that it is equally true 
that there are cther. cases that 
are likely to be made. infinitely 
worse when they find themselves 
in the atmosphere of an asylum. 

The suegestion that if general 
practitioners ‘refuse _ to certify 
people the public would be at the 
mercy of raving lunatics‘ roaming 
at large is calculated to create 
alarm, — . 


In reality the homicidal lunatic 


‘forms but a very small porportion 


of insane persons. When  so- 
ealled “raving” and at large, 2 
person can be dealt with as effec- 
tively-by,the police as by a doctor, 
and when not of this ‘type, but 
nevertheless homicidal, he is pro- 
bably much too subtle as a rule 
for his real mental state to be 
detected by« anyone other than a 
goctor versed’ in mental diseases. 
A much larger proportion of 
cases belongs to the clags that are 
dangerous to themselvel, in the 
sense that they are suicidal, while 
by far the largest group of insane 
people gre ‘perfectly harmless, 
both to fremselves and to others, 
and cull: for no haste! in regard to 
certification, : 


If funds are available, both of 
these classes of cases can be, 
effectively dealt with in nursing: 
homes, or in their own homes a8 2 
preliminary measure, without’ its
